By telegraphic order from the Headquarters of 
the Marine Corps, all of the marines stationed at 
the Pensacola Navy-yard were transferred to Nor- 
folk, Va., Aug. 15, for temporary duty during the 
prevalence of yellow fever in Florida. The officials 
at Pensacola recommended Atlanta, but the Secre- 
tary of the Navy decided upon Norfolk, where there 
is need of additional marines. The malarial fever, 
heretofore reported in the JOURNAL as prevailing at 
Pensacola, continued until every man was taken 
down and twenty four cases were in hospital at cne 
time. Lieutenant Karmany conducted the detach- 
ment to Norfolk and Captain Cochrane remaimed at 
Pensacola. 


Inquiry at the Navy Department shows that 
nothing is known there of any delay caused 
in the launching of the steel cruiser Balti- 
more by the discovery that defective steel 
had been furnished by outside contractors, as 
stated in several press items. The rumor 
may bave arisen from the fact that a slight de- 
liy in the time of launching was caused by the re- 
jection of a cast steel strut for the starboard pro 
peller shaft, which was rejected about the end of 
June by the inspector at the works when it was cast, 
and was replaced by a new one about the middle of 
July. No official information has been received at 
the Department of any other cause of delay.» The 
ship will certainly be launched during the first week 
in September, although the precise day has not yet 
been fixed. 





THe Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 
concluded that no additional legislation is necessary 
to enable Major-General Schofield to perform all the 
duties heretofore imposed upon the General and 
Lieutenant General of the Army. It was at first sup- 
pused that General Schofield could not fill the posi 
tion of President of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Soldiers’ Home under existing laws, and in order 
to meet such cases Chairman Haw ley was instructed 
to draft a bill giving him all the powers of his pre 
decessors. In looking up the law with regard to the 
Soldiers’ Home assignment, it was discovered that 
the “ General in Chief, commanding the Army,” 
should be the President of the Board, which would 
apply to the Major General commanding, as well as 
the General or Lieutenant-General comman ling. 
The preparation of the bill was accordingly aban. 
doned. 








THERE are only thirty-three mates in the Navy, 
but their rights should be as sacredly considered as 
though there were as many thousands. This is the 
judgment of the Naval Committee of the Senate, 
who have presented a strong report in favor of the 
passage of the bill (S.. 744) construing the law 
regulating the pay and retirement of warrant offi - 
cers so as to include the mates. The committee 
say: ‘‘It is difficult to understand why iongevity 
pay was not given to the mates in the act of 1870, 
when the pay was fixed for all naval officers and 
longevity pay given to all others. Th) mates were 
a small corps, and it was then understood that no 
more appointments were to be made to that grade, 
and it is probable that they did not assert their 
rights in the usual way. COvrtaia it is that they 
were overlooked and neglected, and their pay has 
remained unchanged an | inadequate all these years. 
There is every reason why the pay of the mates 
should be equal to that of warrant officers. They 
take precedence of the warrant officers in line 





of duty, the'r duties are equal, or of a bigher order, 
their uniform is the same, their moss bills the same.” 
All of the mates have been in the Service more than 
twenty years except nine who have served more 
than eighteen years. A majority have served more 
than twenty five years. Five of them are on sea 
duty and receive $85 a month; several are on wait- 
ing orders or leave and gat $41.60 a month, and 
most of them are on shore duty and receive $58.25 
per month. Oat of this pay must come their cloth 
ing, mess bills, ete. The Navy Regulations define 
their duties to b2 such as their commaniing officers 
may consider them capable of performing, and from 
long experience in the Service they are most fre- 
quently called upon to perform the same duties as 
those prescribed for lieutenants, and have per: 
formed the duties of commanding, executive and 
deck officers for many years. At the present tims 
Mate James A. Smith is commanding the Fish 
Hawk, Mate C. H. Cleveland is the executive offi-* 
cer, and Mate J. M. Creighton is deck officer on 
board the same vessel. Most of these officers are 
well advanced in years, and have families depend- 
ing on them for support. Soma few have served 
forty years as enlisted men and officers.

SHERIDAN’S OPINION OF FOREIGN 
SOLDIERS, 








Grew. Bapgavu makes public the following letier 
from Gen. Sheridan, which was entrusted to him by 
Gen. Grant; giving Sheridan's impressions of what 
he saw of the French and Germans in the fleid: 

Rermg, France, Sept. 13, 1870. 

My Dear GEN. Grant: The capture of the Kmpe- 
ror Napoleon and McMahon's army at Sedan on the 
lst of September has thrown France into a chaos 
which even embarrasses the Prussian authorities. It 
seems to a quiet observer as though Prussia had 
done too much. Whom to negotiate with? Whom 
to hold responsible in the final settlement? are be- 
coming grave questions, and one cannot see what 
wit) be the resuit. [I was present at the battles of 
Beaumont, Gravelotte and Sedan, and have bad my 
imagination clipped in seeing these battles—of many 
of the errors it had run intoin its conceptions of 
a might be expected of the trained troops of 

rope. 

There was about the same percentage of sneaks or 
runaways, and the general conditions of the battles 
were about the sume as our own. One thing was 
especially noticeable—the scaitere d condition of the 
men in going into battle and their scattered condi- 
tion while engaged. At Gravelotte, Beaumont and 
Sedan the men engaged on both sides were 80 scat- 
tered that it looked like thousands of men engaged 
in a deadly skirmish without any coger to lines or 
formation. These battles were of this style of ficht- 
ing, commencing at long range, aud might be called 
progressive fighting, closing at night by the French 
always giving up their position, or being driven 
from it in this way by the Prussians. The latter bad 
their own strategy up to the Moselle, and it was 
good and successful. After that river was reached 
the French made the strategy for the Prussians, and 
it was more successful than their own. The Prus- 
sian soldiers are very cood, brave fellows, all young, 
scarcely a man vver 27 in the first levies. They had 
zone into each battle with the determination to win. 
It -is especially noticeable also that the Prussians 
have attacked the French wherever they have found 
them, let the numbers be great or small, and so far 
as I have been able to see, though the grand tactics 
of bringing on the engagements have been good, 

et the battles have been won by the good, square 
Aghting of the men and junior officers. It is true 
the Prussians have been two to one exvept in one of 
the battles before Metz, that of the 16th of August, 
still the French have hadthe advantage of very 
strong positions. 

Generally speaking, the French soldiers have not 
fought well. It may be because the poor fellows 
had been discouraged by the trap into which their 
commander had led them, but 1 must confess to 
having seen some of the “ tallest’ running at Sedan 
I have ever witnessed, especially on the left of the 
French position—all attempts to make the men 
stand seemed to be unavailing. So disgraceful was 
tnis that it caused the French cavalry to make three 
or four gallant but foolish charges, as it were to 
show that there was at least some manhood left in a 
mounted French soldier. 

I am disgusted; all my boyhood’s fancies of the 
soldiers of the great Napoleon have been dissipated, 
or else the soldiers of the “ Little Corporal” have 
lost their élan in the pampered parade soldiers of 
the ‘‘Man of Destiny.” 

The Prussians will settle, { think, by making the 
line of the Moselle the German line, taking in Metz 
and Strasburg, and the expenses of the war. 

I bave been most kindly received by the King and 
Count Bismarck and all the officers at the head- 
quarters of the Prussian peg have seen much of 
great interest, and especially have been able to ob- 
serve the difference between European battles and 
those of ourown country. I[ have not foand the 
difference very great, but that difference is to the 
credit of ourown country. There is nothing to be 
learned here professionally, and it is a satisfaction 
to learn that such isthe case. There is much, how- 
ever, which Furopeans could learn from us—the use 
of rifle-pits—the use of cavalry, which they do not 
use well; for instance, there is a line of commupi- 
catiop from here to Germany exposed to the whole 
of the south of France, with scarcely a soldier on 
the whole line, and it has never been touched. There 
are a hundred things in which they are behind us. 
The staff departments are poorly organized; the 
quartsrmaster’s department very wretched, etc.

PARDON IN THE LAND AND NAVAL FORCES. 


Tue Constyution says: “The President .. 
shall have power to grant repriever and pardons for 
offences against the United States, except in the 
cases of impeachment.” 

The 112th Article of War is in the following terms: 

Every officer who is authorized to order a General Court- 
martial shall bave power to pardon or mitigate any punisb- 
ment adjudged by it, except the punishment of death orc tf 
dismissai of an officer. Every officer commanding a regi- 
ment or garrison in which a regimental or garrison Court- 
martial may be held,shali have power to —— or mitigate 
any pupishment which such court may adjuage. 

The act of Congress approved July 2, 1864, sec. 2, 
says: 

Every officer authorized to order a General Court-martial 
shall have power to pardon or mitigate any punishment 


by such court, ine/uding that vf confinement tn the 
SS. except the sentence of death or of cashiering 
ord of an officer. 


No question appears to have been raised upon the 
power of officers ordering Courts martial to parden 
or mitigate any senteuce of such courts until 1887, 
when a soldier sentenced tothe penitentiary by a 
Court martial ordered by Gen. Gibbon was par- 
doned by him. Thereupon the Secretary of War 
announced that the 112th Article of War “13 to be 
construed in the light of the provision of the Consti- 
tution touching tbe power to pardon vested in the 
President,” and added: “The power conferred by 
the 112th Article to pardon or mitigate a punish- 
ment adjudged by a Court martial must be limited 
to the time when the findings of the court are before 
the officer named in the Article for approval. No 
one can pardon a person sentenced to imprisonment 
for a crime under the taws of the United States and 
confined iu a penitentiary under sentence except 
the President. After the finding and sentence are 
approved and the prisoner is committed to a peni- 
teatiary in execution of the sentence, the authority 
of such officer ceases, and the President alone can 
exercise clemency and pardon the offender.” 

The President confirmed the decision of the Scc- 
retary of War,saying: 

The proper construction of the 112th Articleof War, it 
seems to me, is correctly given by the Secretary of War, to 
the effect that the power of an officer ordering a General 
Court-martial to pardon or mitigate its punishment, is on! 
to be exercised when the ings and sentence of suc 
Court-martial are submitted to him for revision and action , 

After the foregoing decisions had been rendered 
the Attorney General gave an opinion (Feb. 27, ’83), 
saying: 

The constitutional “ grant of wer to porées offences 
aguinst the United states to the President slone, forbids the 
exercire of it by any one else. The crimes or misdemeanors 
forbidden by the Articles of War are offences avainst the 

nited The Constitution, therefore, forbids any one 
but the President to pardon those who coumit such 
offences. If the power to p:rdon provided for in Article 112 
isan absolute grant of power to a2 an Offence against 
the United States, vested in an Officer authorized to order 
a meqpus Court-martial, the enactment as to such power is 
void.” 

This opinion of the Attorpey General has not been 
recalled or amended, so far as known ; and the de- 
cision of the President bas been promulgated and is 
in full force. But the Secretary of War, probably 
from the cecessity of nipping in the bud the enor- 
mous crop of bitter fruit, that promptly began to 
grow under bis ruling, has announced that his deci- 
sion “does not apply to any other than cases where 
the prisoner is discharged the military service and 
incarcerated in a penitentiary.”’ : 

The modification affects the practice, but does not 
remove what seems to be the tundamental error in 
the case. Tbat error is the assumption by the At- 
torney-General, the Secretary of War, and the Pre- 
sident that “crimes or misdemeanors forbidden by 
the Articles of War ure offences against the United 
States.’’+ 

The Attorney-General says very properly: “ The 
grant of power to pardon offences against the United 
States, to the President alone, forbids the exercise 
of it by anyone else.”” Hence he finds that unly a 
qualified or partial power t2 pardon is granted 
by the 112th Article of War. and lets the matter 
rest there. But the 112th Article relates to only a 
part of the whole subject, and, furthermore, only a 

art of that article, the part relating to garrison 

Jourts-martial, bas been considered. 

The contention, thus restricted, bas obscured the 
broad features by which the case should be judged. 
The 112 b Artivie confers the same power of pardon 
upon officers ordering regimental and garrison 
courts as upon those ordering general courts. But 
the trouble does not end there. If in fractions of the 
Articles uf War are “offenves against the United 
States” in the meaning of the Vonstitution then 
whetber brought before Court-martial or not, 00 
one but the President can grant either absolute 
or qualified pardon for avy of tnem.? 

There can be no mincing of matters. If infractions 
of the Articles of War are offences against the U. S. 
every “ crime or misdemeanor forbidden by the Ar- 


*When this act was (1864) the practice by Courts- 
martial of senteacing soldiers to the penitentiary was com- 
paratively new.

the U States. But asthe it’s pardoning power 
is * absolute” and is confined to him, no one else can exer- 
cise it even in a portal ox qcaities way, nor can the Presid- 
ent delegate, or relie or deprived of any part of it. 
The same defect ap; in the decisions of the Secretary of 
War, and the President, where the broad oteoine ig enun- 
ciated that the 112th Article “ is to be construed in the light 
of the provision of the Constitution of the United States 
touching the power to pardon vested in the Presdept,” and is 
then antagonized by the statemeut that the power ot pardon 
conferred by the law “ must be limited to the time when the 
findings of the court are before the officers named in the 
Article for approval.” Certatoly, if the Constitution con- 
fines to the President the YE to pardon in those cases, 
the officers named in the Article of Warcan have no more 
right vw “ pardon” when the opinion of a Court-martal is 
before them, than at any other time,

That 
would involve physical impossibility, and would be 
so near absurdity that we are forced to the conclu- 
sion either tbat the law, notwithstanding the Con- 
stitution, can coufer power to pardon offences 
agaiost the United States, or that violations of the 
Articles of War, are pot “ offences against the Uni- 
ted States ” as that term is used in tbe Constitution. 
There area few persons who hold to the firet proposi- 
tion on the ground that waile the Consticution rays 
the President “shall have power to grant reprieves 
avd pardons,” it does not say that he alone shall 
have that power, and bence the law can confer upon 
others @ concurrent jurisdiction in the matter. The 
principles of covustruction laid down by tbe highest 
authorities and the history of the pardoning power, 
however, seem to forbid this view of the subject. 
Rejecting it, there ie nothing left to stand upon ex- 
cept the alternative provosition that “crimes or 
misdemeanors "' against the rules made by Congress 
for the government and regulation of the land and 
paval forces, are no: ‘offences against the United 
States’ in the meaning of the Constitution. There 
are wany general considerations which support this 
couclusion. 

Those members of the community who constitute 
the Army. while not exempt from the operatiou of 
the code of general laws, are subject to a code of 
special lawful “rules.” Both of these codes are 
established by Congrese, under express autbority of 
the Constitution, but the authority for each is dis- 
tinct from the other, and the codes are totally dif- 
ferent in their nature and purpose. Tbe former re- 
lates to the whole community and the “general wel- 
fare of the United States,” and offences against that 
code are “offences against the United States.” 
These offences are determined, tried and punished 
under the judicial system. The latter code relates 
only to the land and naval forces, is intended to pro- 
vide for the uiscipline and order of the special class 
and offences agaiust that code, it is believed, are not 
“offences aguinst the United States."* These 
offences are determined, tried and puvished under 
the military system. 

The power to control the Army is oupressty and 
uneguivocably conferred upopv Congress by the Con- 
stitution, That the President 1s Commande1-in- 
cbhief is ae eg te by the fact that the Com- 
mander-in-cbief 1s bound to perform the duties of 
that office according to the will of Con : Con- 
gress bas power “to declare war,” “to raise and sup 
port armies,” and “to make rules for the govera 
ment and regulation of the land and naval forces.” 
The * Commander-in-chief ” 1s the organ for carry- 
ing out the will of Conyress concerning the Army. 
He is as fuily bound by the Articles of War in his 
wilitary, as by the geveral code in his civil capa- 
city. Itis the pur of the Vonstitution that the 
Army from top to bottom shall be moulded and re- 
strained by such “rules” as Congress may deem 
necessary, to make it effective against the y 
and not dangerous to the republic. To that end the 
Army must be, not an armed mob, but a well or- 
ganized, highly instructed, and thoroughly discip- 
lined body. Discipline could pot be established or 
maintained if infractions of the Articles of War 
were “offenves against the United States” which 
the President alone can pardon. On the contrary, 
dievipline depends absolutely upon tbe distribution 
of duties and responsibilities anovg the various 
grades in the Army, that the custom of war aod 
the “ rules "’ of Congress establish. Those duties in- 
volve to a great degree dealing by virtue of office 
alone, with infractions of the Articles of War; hear- 
ing complaints, passing upon charges, pardoning 
offendere, or ordering trials by Court-martia), and 
panei | or remitting or mitigating the punish- 
ments adjudged by such courts, The Constitution 
empowers Congress to make the “rules” by which 
all of these duties ure to be guverned, so far as 
the custom of war may leave a nevessity for 
“rules.” Surely the Constitution does not require 
that the power it bestows upon the President (for 
personal rather than public good) to pardon offences 
against the United States,should be construed to 
neutralize these “ rules;"’ nor does the Constitution 
or the law provide for avy fine discrimination in 
the military system, between pardoning offences 
and pardoning punishments. The Military Code is 

founded in the customs of war, with which, as a 

pay soldiers only ave acquainted ; and it is so differ- 

ent from the Civil Code, and so necessary to its spe- 

cial purpose, that learned jurists in this country and 

Great Britain have expressed unwillingness to ques- 

tion its modes of pesesnuss or overrule its preve- 

dents. Its so-called courts are mere instruments 

provided by the “rules” of Congress to aid com- 
manders in maintaining discipline. There is no ap- 
from them. The justice whivh the members of 
Courts martial swear to administer, is justice “ ac- 
cording to the Articles of War.” The oath taken 
by the members does not entitle the prisoner to the 
benefit of doubt; but if any doubt arises “ not ex- 
plained by said Articles” it must be disposed of ao- 
cording to the member's “ conscience, the best of 
his understanding,” and “the custom of war in like 
eases "'—the common law of war. When the framers 
of the Constitution provided that~the President 
should have power to pardon offences against the 
United States, and that he should be the Chief Gen- 
eral of the land forces and the Chief Admiral of 
the paval forces, it probably did noi enter their 
minds that @ construction could be given to the 
President’s pardoning power which would thrust 
upon bim a mass of military details which it is im 

prastentte for him to perform, and which are 
we y+ with the reguirements and dig- 
uity of the supreme wmihtary offices to which 


the Constitution appoints him. The men who 
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made the Constitution, fresh from our long 


to declare war, to raise and support armies, and to 
make vules for their government and regulation, 
they intended tbat all coupes sas nat these “rules’ 
committed by soldiers, should be adjudged, punished 
and pardoned as Congress and the customs of war 
presoctbe. These “ rules," among otber thiegs, pro- 
ibit soldiers, under penalty of pu rd- 
to the judgment o from being 
“one mile from camp without leave ia writing:' 
from lying “out of quarters, garrison or cump with- 
out Jeave;’’ from failing to repair “at the time 
fixed, to the place of parade,” etc., ete., etc. It is 
hardly possible that every belated soldier in such 
cases as these commits an “offence against the 
United States," which the Constitution requires 
shall be pardoned by the Presideot or not pardoned 
at all. On the coutrary, although an act by a soldier 
tase bate is enonas Unpasaiine fe regard intragtionsot 
aw, it seers im e al ions o 
the Articles of War, in all their relations to the mili- 
y code, as anything else in fact than offences 
agaiust discipline, which the Constitution, the law, 
and the customs of war unite in leaving to be dealt 
with by military officers of the various grades ear 
lished by Congresa, instead of by the President io 
person.

‘This office 
held, on Dec. 10, 1887, “That in ordinary cases the 
possession of the notarial seal will be considered 
presump tive evidence of the rigbt to use the same, 
but the office reserves the right to require further 
evidence of the official character of the notary when 
deemed expedient.”

THE recert discovery in the harbor of St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, of tbe bull of an old American 

rivateer sunk in 1781 is an interesting incident. 

here seems to be no doubt that the bull is that of 
the privateer George, which was thought to bave 
been scuttled and sunk by her crew after being cap- 
tured by the British man-of-war Pluto. The keel of 
the old vessel was built of the best seasoned oak, 
and has apparently not suffered from the effects of 
its immersion for 106 or 107 years. Pieces of it have 
been chee gy off and made into walking sticks. 
The wood isso hard as to admit of a high polish, 
and makes a very bandsome cane. One of these 
sticks has been sent to President leveland. 


In the conference report on the Naval Appro- 
priation bill the House conferees agreed to the 
Senate amerdment consolidating the Torpedo Sta 
tion and Naval Wur College, and both bodies ac® 
cepted a further amendment as follows: *‘ And to 
enable tbe Naval War College to be conducted at 
said island up to January 1, 1889.” In the Senate 
it was explained that this was not intended to 
limit the. discretion of the Secretary as to the 
location of the College, but to prevent interference 
with the College. Mr. Aldrich said: * That explan- 
ation is satisfactory to me. The people of Newport 
are very much interested in the War College, and 
if it were intended to commit Congress to its re- 
woval I should desire to enter a protest.” 


In an order dated U.8. F.S. Galena, Newport, 
August 15, 1888, Admiral Luce says: The merit 
reached by the ships of the squadron in the batter 
practice off Point Judith on the 10th instant is 
given below. Only the Galena, Ossipee, and Yantic 
could take part in the papatenty practice. The 

lena was rolling fromideg. to4 deg. and the 
other ships frow 2 deg. to 6 deg. The guns firiug 
were 1 60-pdr. 1 8in. 39-in. The Galena fired 23 
shots in 12m. 30 s., the centre of impact being 
86 yards beyond; the Ossipec 29 shots in 16 min- 
utes, 40 seconds; centre of impact 16 yards short; 
the Vantic 27 shots, centre of impact 152 yards 
beyond. The final merit was, Galena, 484; Ossipee, 239 
yards; Yantic, 049. The first 6 shots of the alena, 
first 15 of the Ossipee, and first 10 of the Yantic, 
were fired im succes=i0n; the remaining shots at each 
ship being fired at will. Covtrary to expectation, 
these shots were delivered nearly as rapidly as when 
firing at will, and there was a loss in accuracy, 
The Galena’s practice at successive firing was 
slightly more accurate than her firing at will, but 
the reverse of this wus the case with the two other 
ships, The Galena’s successive firing was also 
slower than her firiog at will. The Galena, being 
the winning ship, will carry the gunnery pennant.

EUCALYPTUS BOILER SCALE PREVENTIVE. 


Tue Board of Naval Engineer es oqpelating 
of Ubief Eozr. Henry B. Nones, P. A 

Magee, and Asst. Bogr. Joho W. Aunan, er eiesel 
in July Jast to report upon the advantages, if any, 
of eucalyptus boiler scale preventive, a concoction 
from the tree of that name, in use iv the boilers of 
the Richmond, reports as follows: We consider the 
use of the fluid of great advantage in lessening, the 
deposit of scale, and in rendering what is deposited 
soft and easily removable, preventing, as it = the 
scale from adhering tothe surfaces. It has been 
used in the steaming boilers of the Richmond since 
March, 1887, and at this time (Jul 1888), the in- 
terior surfaces are free from scale. It has never 
been found necessary to use scaling tools to scale 
theee boilers, but simply to wash them out witha 
strong jet of water from the steam hose. In the 
distilling boilers it bas been used onJy about five 
months. In these boilers the deposit of scale was 
lessened, and what did form was soft, flaked off in 
many places, and was easily removed with scaling 
tools, leaving the surfaces very clean. The interivr 
surfaces of the boilers show no s of pitting or 





corrosion. There is no zinc suspended in the 
boilers.”

Tue N. Y. Heraldsays: “War Department officials 
are becoming nota little alarmed over the meagre 
prospects for the passage of the Army Appropria- 
tion bi'l. Tne situation at present seems to warraut 
the belief tbat no bill at allcan be enacted at this 
session. Indced, it is feared that the Senate will 
even refuse to tide over the difficulty by passing 
another emergency resolution continuing further 
last year’s appropriations. With nofunds available 
the wheels of the whole Department will be blocked, 
resulting in great bardship to thousands of people 
aud no end of embarrassment to the Government. 
Considerable embarrassment has already ensued 
thiough the delay 10 actiug on the bill. The appro- 
priations contained in it for construction of and im- 
provement of buildings at military posts should 
bave been available two months ago, in order tbat 
the much needed improvements should be under 
way durivg the building season. In anticipation of 
the $300,000 appropriation for the construction of 
buildings at Fort Sheridan, the mihtary post near 
Chicago, arrangements were made to commence 
work at once, but it will be utterly impossible now 
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THE RETALIATION MESSAGE. 


Is rr conceivable that a pronunciamento of like 
tenor to that of President Cleveland upon the Fish- 
eries question could be directed by one European 
nation against another without throwing the world 
into commotion ? Would not the sensitive barometer 
of the bourse quotations give instant indications of 
unusual disturbance, and should we not hear the 
note of warlike preparations sounding everywhere ? 
No such result has followed the publication of Mr. 
Cleveland’s message to the Senate. It does not 
appear to be taken seriously, and neither herenor in 
England or in Canada is it assumed that a policy of 
retaliation is to be actually entered upon. The fact 
that the President has not thought it advisable to 
exere‘se the authority he already has to retort upon 
the Canadians is accepted as an indication of his 
unwillingness to proceed to extreme measures, and 
the rejection by the Senate of the treaty proposed 
will hardly be considered a sufficient occasion for 
doing so, in the absence of new outrages upon our 
rights, such as the treaty was intended to prevent. 
It is greatly to be regretted that questions affect- 
ing our relations with foreign powers cannot be re- 
moved from the domain of partisan pohtics. The 
instant division along party lines upon the fisheries 
message destroys its effect, though the House has 
introduced a bill to awthorize the President to sus- 
pend Canadian transportation, across the United 
States and subject it to tolls on the border canals. 
To give the message full effect it must be 
clearly shown to represent a united public sen- 
timeut here, and it is already apparent that it is to 
be made a subject of partisan dispute from now to 
the 6th of November, between the democratic Exec- 
utive and House of Representatives and a republi- 
can Senate. The majority of the Senate were in 
favor of retaliation upon Oanada before, and the ac- 
tion of the President has brought the House to ac- 
cept it also. Now the dispute appears to be as to 
the form of retaliation. The effort of the Senate 
was to limit it toreprisals upon the Canadian fisher- 
man; this the President considers insufficient and 
he asks for authority to practically suspend at his 
discretion intercourse with Canada by forbidding 
the transportation of foreign goods to Canada across 
our territory in bond and establishing a system of 
tolls upon our canals discriminating against the 
OU inadians making use of our artificial waterways. 
The argument for this is that the Oanadians are 
accustomed to thus discriminate against us; but this 
fact does not appear to have been heretofore con- 
sidered in connection with the fisheries ques- 
tion, and thus a new element is introduved 
into the controversy between the two parties 
in Congress. 

It is certainly most unfortunate that there 
should be this division of opinion, for, as we 
suggested last week, the policy which the 
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toward if not to war. Every step taken in 
that direction should be well founded in popular 
approval, and the obviousiatent of the Constitution 
in requiring the co-operation of two-thirds of the 
Senate and the President for the establishment of a 
treaty is to lift questions affecting our relations with 
foreign powers out of the domain of partisan 
politics. The President’s message takes high ground 
upon the question of the assertion of American 
rights, but tts effect is lost if it fails to secure Con- 
gressional approval of the line of policy indicated. 
To publicly declare an intention to assume the ag- 
gressive toward a foreign nation, without having the 
power to do so, is to humiliate us in the eyes of the 
world. This is a mistake no man trained in the 
school of war would make, and it has always been 
our prophecy that the danger of involving this 
country in war would come when the rule of men 
educated wholly in civil pursuits began. The soldier's 
training teaches him to be vigorous in action and 
reserved in speech. Iu matters of grave concern he 
says less than he means, rather than more, and his 
words have all the force of deeds. The politician is 
so open to the suspicion of meaning less than he 
says that he often creates the very situation he 
would most of all avoid and finds himself unprepared 
to meet it. Vigorous words count for little unless 
they are accepted as indicating, not only the inten- 
tion but the ability to follow them if needed with 
vigorous action, and a refusal to adequately pro- 
vide for a military establishment is not their fitting 
accompaniment. 


ENGINES OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 

SPEAKING of the results of the recent naval mane- 
uvres in British waters the London Engineering 
says: ‘‘One lesson has been taught which comes 
home to engineers—a lesson, too, of overwhelming 
importance ; it is that the marine engine in the 
navy has failed us when most wanted. This is 
nothing more than has been predicted. We have 
ourselves, over and over again, said that few of the 
engines in our own ships could be relied on to run 
at full power for even a couple ot days. Almost 
the moment the manceuvres began engines began to 
fail, and the failures have been so numerous and so 
hurtful that an inquiry must be made to ascertain 
the cause. We attach blame to no one—no one 
need be censured; but the cause of the failure must 
be ascertained. Not in order that some one may be 
punished, but to prevent such a collapse in future, 
or if that is impossible, to break up the existing 
practice of officially stating that which is not true. 
The failures are of two kinds. In the first place, 
all the ships, with one or two exceptions, are very 
much slower than they are officially stated to be, 
and in the second place, the machinery has actually 
broken down or got out of order. The slowness of 
the ships is something surprising, and, indeed, 
almost unintelligible; ships that should steam at 
thirteen knots find it extremely difficult to run at 
ten knots. It is the custom to take a knot an hour 
off trial trip speed, and regard the remainder as 
seagoing speed. It would seem, however, that this 
is not nearly enough to deduct. 

“‘The indicated power on service is about one- 
half that indicated on her trial trip. Either the en- 
gineers do not know how to drive their engines fast 
enough, or the engines and boilers are in such a 
condition that they cannot be driven with safety 
any faster, and this latter supposition leads us 
naturally to the subject of breakdowns. We have 
no very definite iaformation on the matter as yet, 
but enough is known to prove that little dependence 
can be placed on the marine engine in the navy. 
We do not speak now of torpedo-boats but of large 
ships. Why should the Devastation, for example, 
be called a fourteen-knot ship, and steam ten knots 
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only with much trouble? Are we to assume that | *# 


untrained firemen are unable to keep steam fora 
higher velocity? We do not think that this is the 
solution of the difficulty. 

“When we come to test in practice the claims 
made for the marine engines of the navy in the 
matter of power and weight, we find that so far 
from being light machinery it is really very heavy. 
With forced draught the weight has been nomin- 
all got down to about 2 cwt. per indicated horse 
power. If, however, as we have shown, the true 
seagoing power is not much more thap one half the 
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trial trip power, then the weight of the ship's ma- 
chivery will not be mach less than 4 cwt. per horse 
power. Itis in every possible way desirable that 
not only the truth, but the whole truth, about the 
machinery in our war ships should be collected and 
made public. There is no reason on earth why ships 
should not be as fast as is necessary, but they cer- 
tainly will not be fast if we are nationally content 
to let things take their course. The engineers of 
the navy are to a certain extent on their trial. They 
have always been ready enough to make their griev- 
ances public; let us hope that they will now be able 
to show that they are to blame if our war ships are 
slower than the average cargo boat. There is no 
fault to be found with the builders of the machinery, 
who work marvels when we consider the way in 
which they are tied up for space and weight. Must 
we hold the designers of the ships responsible, or is 
the cual bad? Is it too much to hope that the truth 
will be made known, no matter what that truth may 
mean ?” 

This is a plainer statement than we have usually 
seen of what has been known in part anu in part 
suspected, It is well enough to keep our American 
designers and our American engineers up to their 
work by directing attention to foreign claims as to 
speed, etc., but we have always believed that when 
it came to the test of actual service under the harsh 
conditions of warfare some one was destined to be 
most grievously disappointed. 


THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 


THE Fortification bill was reported by the Senafe 
Committee on Appropriations to the Senate on Ang. 
29. The committee added a number of important 
amendments. As passed by the House the bill 
appropriated $3,625,000. The Senate committee in- 
creases this amount to $5,322,000, and in addition 
provides for $6,000,000 to be expended at a rate not 
exceeding $2,000,000 per annum for the purchase 
of guns submitted by private firms or persons after 
proper tests. The amendments in detail are as 
follows : 

Provision is made for a board, to be known as 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortification, and to 
consist of the Commanding General of the Army, 
an officer of Engineers, an officer of Ordnance, and 
an officer uf Artillery, to have direct supervision of 
all appropriations provided for in the bill, and to 
have power to provide suitable regulations for the 
inspection of guns and materials at all stages of 
manufacture to the extent necessary to protect fully 
the interests of the United States, and generally to 
provide such regulations concerning matters within 
said board’s operations as shall be necessary to 
carry out to the best advantage all duties com- 
mitted to its charge. The appropriation for torpe- 
does is increased from $200,000 to $500,000, and 
for test of cannon and carriages, including a disap- 
pearing carriage, from $400,000 to $500,000. The 
item for experimenting with dynamite guns, car- 
riages, aerial torpedoes, etc., contained in the Army 
bill, is incorperated by the committee, the amount 
recommended being $100,000. 

Section 2 of the bill for completing gans now 
under fabrication by the Ordnance Department, for 
which an. appropriation of $158,000 was. made by 
the House, is stricken out entirely. An amend- 
ment is made to section 5 so as to require the 12- 
inch mortars therein provided for to be purchased 
instead of manufactured ‘by the Department. The 
following is incorporated as a new section :

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Mr. Platt bas proposed an amendment to the 
Fortification bill appropriating $40,000 for the pur- 
chase of the material for, and the manufacture of, 
one 10 inch breech loading steel gun on the Wood- 
bridge system, of higher power than that now par- 
tially constructed by the Ordnance Department, 
and adapted to fire a projectile of 500 pounds 
weight with 375 pounds of powder. 











APPROPRIATIONS FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 
Tae Army appropriation bill remains in the same 
unsettled condition as it was this time last week. 
A new conference has been ordered by both houses. 
Messrs. Allison, Plumb and Gorman were reap- 
pointed by the Senate, but the Speaker of the House, 
much to the surprise of everybody and against the 
usual practice, ignored two of the former members 
and selected instead two members of the Appropri- 
ations Committee. Messrs. Townsend, Maish and 
Laird were the original conferees, but the two lat- 
ter were left out of the last conference, Messrs. 
Sayres and Ryan being appointed in their places. 
Messrs. Maish and Laird are both members of the 
Committee on Military Affairs and held views which 
were not in harmony with the sentiment of the 
House, while the new conferees both belong to the 
Appropriation Committee and are strongly com- 
mitted to the rejection of the Senate amendments 
providing for the construction of heavy ordnance, 
Members of the Military Committee are highly in- 
dignant at the action of the Speaker. One member, 
Mr. Tracey of New York, who has been deeply inter- 
ested in securing the establishment of the gun 
foundry at Watervliet Arsenal became so mach in- 
censed that he resigned all the committee ap- 
pointments conferred upon him by the Speaker. 
The new Conference Committee held its first 
meeting on Thursday morning, but adjourned with- 
out taking any action, the Senate conferees having 
requested that further deliberations be postponed 
until the Fortification bill has passed the Senate, 
and it is seen how the House will accept the amend- 
ments added by the Senate. Itis the intention of 
the Senate conferees to withdraw ‘he ordnance 
amendments to the Army bill if they can receive a 
reasonable assurance that the Fortification bill will 
go through, but with the present muddle some days 
must elapse before such assurance can be received, 
and in the meantime the Army will be left without 
funds, unless another extension resolution is passed. 
The House has already passed a resolution extend- 
ing the appropriation until September 15, but the 
Senate is rather opposed to a further extension. It 
is likely, however, that if the situation is not 
changed by the afternoon of September 1, they will 
be willing to extend the appropriations for a few 
days longer. 
The President will sign the Navy Appropriation bil 
Sept. 1, when the Navy will be able to move along in 
the even tenor of its way uutil July next, without 
further embarrassment resulting’ from delayed ap- 
propriations. The bill, after being scrutinized by 
the officials of the Navy Department, was returned 
to the White House, with a recommendation for its 
approval, on August 80. The absence of the Presi- 
dent prevented its heing signed earlier, a very for- 
tunate circumstance for those who have to do with 
the disbursement of Navy funis, tor, with the new 


single | appropriation available September 1, the extension 


resolution leaves all accounts unbroken for the 
month of August. 

The new bill does not involve many changes in 
the routine of Navy affairs. It will necessitate a 
consolidation of the Torpedo Station and Naval War 
College, but this change does not go into effect until 





January 1 next, Little will be dove toward garry- 
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ing out the provisions for new ships until later in 
the autumn, when the Secretary and other officials 
of the Department will have réturned from their 
vacations. 

Commodore Harmony has been giving some con- 


sideration to the provisions authorizing the appoint- 


ment of two commissions, consisting of three naval 
officers each, one to visit the Gulf of Mexico and 
South Atlantic coasts and the other the coast of 
Oregon and Alaska and Washington Territories, or 
the purpose of seleeting sites for Navy-yards anc 

dry docks,and will shortly consult with the Secretary 
of the Navy with the view to havitg thé boards 
appointed. It is his itmpression that two line offi- 
cers and one civil engineer will eompose each of the 
boards. It is probable that he will accompany the 
board visiting the northern coast as an ex-officio 
member. Comtmauder Stockton will also be on this 
board. Commodore Harmony having recommended 
the establishment of yards on these stations in his 
annual reports, will be able to render much assist- 
ance to members of the boards in reaching a con- 
clusion as to the location of the sites. It is under- 
stood that the adjnstable stern dock for which an 
appropriation of $80,000 1s made in the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill is to be located at Key West, that 
being the place Commodore Harmony, Obief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, had in new when tbe 
recommendation was made.

It is an 
existence limited to the pumber of times it is fired. 
The life of one of those modern great guns on sbhip- 
board is short: lt may be a merry one, as far as 
noise goes, but every time it is discharged it weakens, 
until decrepitude setsin. This life limit 1 reacbed 
with the two hundredth discharge, so eome leading 
authorities state, but ordoance officers of great ex- 
perience in our own Service declure that this life is 
many rounds sborter.”’

NEW SUBMARINE BOAT.

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ESCORTING PRISONERS TO LEAVENWORTH.

Srk: The following suggestions pertaining to the 
guty of escorting prisoners to the _U. S. Military 

rison, and inf ation a8 to what officers and non- 
commissioned officers iv charge of prisoners are ex- 
peceed te do on their arrival at their destination, are 
pattie a with a view of Ing those ordered on 
ich duty: 

- ‘ore leaving their stations, those who are to 
conduct the prisoners, should obtain a duplicate 
list of the clothing such prisoners may haye in their 

ession, and verify the clothing before starting, 
as by General Orders No. 57, A.G. O., series 
they are responsible for the sufe delivery of the 
clothing as well as the prisoners. 

In obtainiog transportation, be particuler to see 
that it reads to Fort Leavenworth, at wbich place 
there is a station of the Missouri Pacific Railroad; 
the station at Leavenworth City is about three miles 
distant from the post, and stopping there would 
necessitate hiring conveyance to travsport the rt 4 
from the city to the fort, a duty with which the rail- 
rosd should be charged, and for which no transpor- 
tation ison band at the prison. Un arrival at the 
Fort Leavenworth station, the walk to the prison 1s 
ashbort one. The road goes up to the north and 
winds around in almost a semi circle to the summit 
of the bill, where the prison wall (or lights at nigbt) 
make the prison unmistakable. On reaching the 
prison gute, which is immediately in front, facing 
south, the sergeant of the guard is always ready to 
receive and take charge of prisoners, and there is a 
room prepared with bunks and bedding for’tbe pon- 
commissioned officers and privates of the escort. 
There is no hotel vow at the garrison proper, but an 
officers’ mess exists, where officers of the Army 
vasvally at the post, may upon application to the 
steward of the mess, obtain their meals at a reason- 
able cost, and have the privileges of the mess ex- 
tended to them. 

If the arrival is at night, the officer may leave his 
party on reaching the prison and a pris 
oners over to the sergeant of the guard. e should 
report the next morning presenting the papers re 
gues by orders, (travel ordezs, discharge papers, 

escriptive liste, statements of conduct, General 
Court-martial orders aud list of clotbing, see G. O., 
No. 57, A. G. O., reries 1884.) The coffee money and 
rations are turned over to the A. C.3S., of the prison, 
and the escort messes wi'h the prison guard. 

The travel orders usually covers returao transpor- 
tativn, which can be obtained from the prison quar- 
termaster. If anew order is required, application 
sbould be made to the prison adjutant.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


A.G. Mewocat, engineer-in-chief of the Nicar- 
agua Canal Company, arrived Aug. 24 from one of 
bis frequent trips to the sceneof actiop and is at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. The canal surveys are about 
finished now, he says, with the exception of a few 
small Jocal ones, and the perfected route as it now 
8 «ands is at least 25 per ceut. better than the one of 
1885. The then estimated length of 40 3-10 miles has 
been cut down to 28 8-10 miles, and the small surveys 
ped fcing on are expected to reduce this to nearer 

miles. 

Mr. Menoctal now has three divisions of engineers, 
18 in all, and a full complement of native laborers 
busily at work finishing up every detail of the vast 
surveys, and expects to have every inch of the route 
mcupee out by the time be returns. There are no 

cular engineering difficulties to be surmounted 
0 building the canal. The heaviest part of the work 
is the making of a cut 119 feet our through a two 
and three quarter mile stretch of solid rock. About 
16 miles of the work will be dredged and the balance 
of pine miles is firm, low lying grouud that willjonly 
have to be dug to a depth of 20 feet. The canal 
is to be 120 feet wide through tbe greater part 
of the distance, with sharply sloping siccs tbat will 
not have to be walied up. Through the rock seo- 
tion it will be but 80 f2et wide with uearly vertical 
sides. The Whole canal will have an average depth 
of 30 feet, and will be able to accommodate the deep- 
est draught vessels. 

Once the work of construction is begun it can be 
carried on very rapidly aud the project wiil become 
& certainty in a very few years. The almost constant 
surveys since 1872 have made the engineers thor- 
oughly familiar with every part of the ground and 
the chances of delays caused by unforeseen difficul- 

es are reduced to a minimum. Mr. Menozal ex- 
pects to seo President Cheney and his colleagues 
Wee shortly, and get bis orders to returo and ac- 
tively bégin the working out of one of the greatest 
projects of the age.

E. C. Farrineaton, State Inspector of Rifle 
Practice, bas estabiisbed a rifle rauge for the use of 
tbe troops io a fine location at Augusta, Me. To 
qualify a sharpshooter 45 out of a possible 50 is re 
qui at each distance, 200, 300 and 500 yards. ns 
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those who fire their quota of ammunition, at 100 yds. 
and fail to become second-class marksmen, Com pauy 
cor manders are allowed to let soldiers take firings 
at 100 yards preparatory to firing for qualification 
at distance prescribed. Fourth-class men are those 
who do not practice at therange. The ten shots fired 
to make the required nun ber of points need not ne- 
ceasarily be ten consecutive shots, but may be in 
scores of five shots each. Position, standing, off- 
band, at 200 yards, sitting or kneeling at 300 yards, 
lying at 500 yards. A bronze button is issued to 
those qualifying as second-class marksmen. Fifty 
rourds of ammunition are aliowed to each man for 
practice. 

Twenty five men are selected from those mak- 
ing the highest scores at the annual encamp- 
ment, from whieh a State team is to be formed. 
Competitions took place during encampment week 
and liberal prizes.were offered, including a State 
champion badve to the soldier making the best score 
in a mateh at 200 yards. 

There isa regimental skirmish match with 50 
men from each regiment: rounds, 2%: distance, 100 
to 400 yards; a regimental team match, five men, 
seven rounds, distance, 200 and 400 yards: an officers’ 
match, open to all brigade and regimental. includ 
ing non-commissioned staff officers, distance, 200 
yards, off-hand. 


VERMONT STATE CAMP.
